Good Evening Laurel 


Yes, we are still active and flourishing! Thank 
you for contacting us. 


It may be a trick of perspective, but the slide 
looks larger than the lantern! 


You have the projection, or objective, lens at 
the front of the lantern body, and there 1s a slot 
next to the lantern front into which the slides 
should fit. If the slide 1s too large to slide in 
then it 1s intended for a different lantern. You 
should change the illuminant lamp bulb - the 
centre of the lamp globe should be directly 
level with the centre of the projection lens. It 
looks to be too low. Also a diffused lamp like 
that would not give a good result - you really 
need a point source, but you should find a 
small LED flashlight could be used, or a quartz 
halogen light bulb. You may need to move the 
lamp forward or backward to get an even circle 
of light on the screen, wall or whatever you are 
using for the images to appear on.

Hello Lenny 


A common problem! I suggest that, as you 
have a good lantern, you replace its lamp 
with either a quartz halogen one or, even 
better, a LED one. These will produce very 
little heat and you could show the slides for 
a long time. If you want to keep the original 
lamp, you could probably obtain a heat 
filter glass that would be placed between 
the lamp and thc condenser lens, but one of 
the first two options would be better. 


If you need any more information do feel 
free to get back to me. 


Lantern for Slide 


Viewing 


You won’t need a 500 watt halogen - 60 watts 
for home use or up to 125 watts for a large 
hall will be plenty. LEDs need to have the 
equivalent in lumens - they will only be a few 
watts, so virtually no heat. 


I will pass your query on to our art and 
graphics specialist, Larry Cederblom, to 
answer the second part of your question, so 
that you get the most accurate answer!
